Thé law required that each in- 
dividual candidate had to get at 
least half the votes cast in his 
district... This year out of a 
total vote of more than 6,000,-

in the 1949 election.came to 4.5 
per cent of the total, but they 
barred no one from office. This 
time the 2.1 per cent meant a 
defeat for 586 of the 104,596 
candidates.

Accused of Charming 

* Two U.S. Security Of- 
ficers Into Revealing 
Top Secrets. 


BERLIN, Dec. 17 (AP)—An 
East German woman was held 
incommunicado here. today, ac- 
cused of charming top secrets 
from two American security of- 
ficials as a Soviet spy. 


Margarethe Schmidt, 25 years 
old, was confirmed ‘by chief 
United States prosecutor Thomas 
C. Lancian, 

Charges of espionage have 
been filed in an American High 
Commission court in Frankfurt. 
She will be arraigned in Berlin 
next Tuesday. \ 

Lancian declined further com- 
ment at his Frankfurt office. He 
will come to Berlin to present 
the Government's case against 
Miss Schmidt. 

An authoritative American 
source issued this background: 

“The woman is alleged to have 
earried on espionage for the 
Soviets for 18 months, becoming 
the mistress of a high-ranking 
American security officer, and 
also the occasional sweetheart 
of a civilian in a key security 


t. 

“She is suspected of having 
penetrated American security in 
Berlin probably further than 
any other foreign agent.

Five Possible Verdicts. 

Judge Edward Blythin told the 
jury the five possible verdicts 
are: 

1. Guilty of first - degree 
murder without recommenda- 
tion of mercy, which carries 
a mandatory death sentence. 

2. Guilty of first-degree 
murder with a recommenda- 
tion of mercy; the penalty of 
life imprisonment in this deci- 
sion is mandatory. But, after 
20 years, the state pardon and 
parole commission must re- 
view the case to determine 
whether the sentence should 
be commuted to second-de- 
gree murder. If the commis- 
sion so recommends, the gov- 
ernor may commute the sen- 
tence. That makes the con- 
victed person eligible for pa- 
role. 

3. Guilty of second-degree 
murder, which carries a life 
prison sentence with possibil- 
ity of parole in 10 years. 

4. Guilty of manslaughter, 
carrying a penalty of one to 
20 years. 

5. Acquittal.. 

To convict, all 12 jurors must 
agree on the verdict. If the jury 
cannot agree on a unanimous 
decision, the judge can decide at 
his discretion when to declare a 
“hung” or no decision jury. This 
could mean a rétrial. 

The judge explained the con- 
ditions under the jury 
might arrive at each of these 
possible verdicts. He carefully 
explained the legal meaning of 
each word.’ 

He pointed out that to find 
Sheppard guilty of first-degree 
jurors must agree

| Earlier, the department pro- 
posed a new military, manpower 
program designed to hold active 
armed forces down to a “rea- 
sonable” size and build up a re- 
serve force of 3,000,000 men. 

The program is designed to 
prepare the armed forces for 
the long pull of the cold war 
or the sudden onslaught of 
global atomic war, it was said. 

Under the’ program virtually 
all the nation’s physically-fit 
youth could expect to be under 
some form of military service— 
as enlistees, draftees, or spe- 
cially trained reservists. 

The program will be submitted 
for approval to the next Con- 
gress which meets in January. 
The Administration has put a 
priority tag on it. 

.The reserve program is ex- 
pected to cost about $1,000,000.,- 
000 annually, Secretary Wilson 
disclosed. 

The most important, and most 
controversial point in the pro- 
gram, is.the proposed establish-. 
ment of a modified form of 
universal military training. This 
would provide that a limited 
number of youths could volun- 
teer before reaching draft age 
(1842) for six months of active 
training and then be compelled 
to serve nine and one-half years 
in the reserves. 

Main Points of Program. 

In brief, the main points of 
the proposed program are: 

1. Those selected for the six 
months basic training and 
nine and one-half years in the 
reserves will number about 
100,000 annually at the start. 

2. The draft law, now due 
to expire next June 30, would 
be extended for four years~ 
until 1959. 

3. Draftees would serve two 
years’ active duty to be fol- 
lowed by six years’ required 

reserve duty. These are the pres- 
ent requirements. 

Youths volunteering to go into 
the six-month training program 
would be accepted on a first- 
come first-served basis between 
the ages of 17 and 18% How- 
ever, regional quotas based on 
population would be set up for 
accepting the volunteers. 

If a sufficient number of 
youths failed to volunteer or the 
number to be taken in was great- 
ly expanded, the Defense Depart- 
ment eould turn to selective 
service ‘to determine who would 
be called under the six-month 
program.

Van Fosson, custodian of 
the file for the Air Force, saw 
that the committee staff got a 
copy. Then, he continued, the 
CIA told the FBI that the com- 
mittee had the document. The 
FBI quickly called in the copies 
and pinpointed the leak.

The citizens’ group 
which is drafting a big bond is- 
sue program of public improve- 
ments has been asked to include 
approximately $3,750,000 for a 
combined health and welfare ad- 
ministration building and new 
public health centers. 

The administration building, 
which would provide office space 
for all divisions of the Public-

of Memorial Plaza. The land 
would cost $1,550,000 and the 
structure $1,200,000, it is esti- 
mated. The health center would 
cost an additional $500,000.

The explosion in Lodato’s au- 
tomobile, which broke windows 
of houses in the neighborhood 
and was heard miles away, oc- 
curred about 8:45 p.m. as Lodato 
and Sargent were preparing to 
drive away from the Lodato 
home, 

The men told police they had 
arrived about 45 minutes ear- 
lier and Lodato had shaved and 
cleaned up. The full force of 
the explosion struck Lodato as 
he turned the key in the igni- 
tion. Police said the bomb ap- 
parently had been wired to the 
ignition. 

The entire front end of the 
automobile, a 1953 Plymouth 
sedan, was demolished.

Section 216.140 says that the 
director of corrections shall pro- 
vide facilities for the employ-

HOU’S Message No. 1: 
C I acknowledge the receipt 

of your cables of 10 Decem- 
ber 1954 in which you indicated 
your wish to visit China. Re- 
garding the case of the United 
States spies mentioned in your 
cable, our position has been set 
forth in my other cable ad- 
dressed to you. 


In the interest of peace and 
relaxation of international ten- 
sion, I am prepared to receive 
you in our capital, Peiping, to 
discuss with you pertinent ques- 
tions. We welcome you to China. 
Please decide for yourself the 
date of your visit and inform us 
of your decision. 

Hammarskjold’s reply: 

I acknowledge receipt of your 
cable of 17 December concern- 
ing my proposal for a visit to 
Peiping.

In 
view of necessary practical ar- 
rangements I am not yet in a 
position to fix a date for the 
arrival nor can I say definitely 
who will come with me.

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; Dixon-Yates Opponents Expect 


To Take Their Fight to Court 


Attorney Volpe ‘Making Record’ for Appeal 


as SEC Head Limits Questions 
at Hearing.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17—Op- 
ponents of the Dixon-Yates con- 
tract expect to carry the con- 
troversy into the courts. 

This became apparent today 
as Joseph Volpe Jr., counsel for. 
the state of Tennessee and other 
ppponents, began to wind up his 
case against proposed financing 
plans for the projected power 
plant within sharp limitations 
imposed yesterday by Chairman 
Ralph E. Demmiler of the Se- 
> set and Exchange Commis- 
sion. ; 

Meanwhile, Chairman Léwis 
L. Strauss of the Atomic Energy 
Commission, which negotiated 
the disputed contract with the 
private power syndicate, an- 
nounced that he would issue a 
statement on the Dixon-Yates 
eontract at a press conference 
late today. 

Demmiler’s list of restrictions 
on further testimony covered 
many individual points on which 
the chairman has ruled in the 
nine days since the hearings be- 
gan by upholding objections to 
particular questions. 

Making Record for Appeal. 

Each time a ruling has gone 
against him, Volpe has taken ex- 
ception as part of what lawyers 
call “making a record” for ap- 
peal. 

The general restrictions now 
give Volpe a clearer basis for a 
claim that the commission has 
refused to hear testimony with-/ 
out which it could hot reach a 
fair decision on the case in the 
light of all*the facts. 

Announcement of these limi- 
tations has led most observers 
attending the SEC hearings to 
expect the commission to ap- 
prove the pending stock deal, 
purchase by Middle South Utili- 
ties, Inc., and the Southern Co, 
of $5,500,000 worth of common 
stock in the new Mississippi Val- 
ley Generating Co., which’ has 
been formed to build and run 
the projected plant at West 
Memphis, Ark. 

In that event, Volpe is ex- 
pected to carry the case directly 
to\ the United States Court of 
Appeals for a review of the SEC 
ruling. | 

he new ruling limits Volpe’s 
eltance of proving two of his 
main points — first, that the 
Dixon-¥ates contract is a legal 
document, \jand, second, that it 
has nothing to do with national 
defense. 

Demmiler said flatly: “The va- 
lidity of the contract itself is not 
before the commission for ad- 
judication.” 

The chairman said also the 
commission would refuse to hear 
oral testimony on the scope, pur- 
pose or effect of the eontract. 
Instead, he said, the SEC would 
“rely on the contract itself and 
on definitive action taken by 
Government agencies.” 


‘Replacement’ Issue. 


Demmler made it clear also 
that he would rule out testimony 
on whether the contract really 
provides for “replacement pow- 
er.” This complicatéd question 
goes to the heart of both the 
legality and the defense aspects 
of the contract. 

Both sides agree that the ac- 
tual kilowatts to be produced in 
the West Memphis plant will be 
used by the Tennessee Valley 
Authority in the Memphis 
(Tenn.) area. But Dixon-Yates 
and the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion also have described these 
kilowatts as “replacement pow- 
er” for an equa] amount of elec- 
tricity which now is being sold 
and which would continue to be 
sold by TVA to the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission for use in the 
atomic plant at Paducah, Ky. 

Under the new Atomic Ener- 
gy Act, AEC can enter into con- 
tracts to buy power only in con- 
nection with its atomic plant op- 
erations. The law says the AEC 
may contract with a private 
utility to supply power to TVA 
in “replacement” of power sold 
by TVA to the AEC. 


No Questions On Site. 


Demmler also ruled out 
questions as to the suitability of 
the West Memphis site, which 
has been criticized as being on 
swamp land, subject to flood and 
as being on the wrong side of 
the Mississippi river to supply 
power to Memphis. 

A timetable annuonced by 
Demmler requires oral testi- 
mony to end by Next Thursday 
at 1 p.m.

Stennis Favors Benson 
Suggestion but Others 
Say Trade With 


Friends. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17 (AP) 
—Senator Stennis (Dem.), Mis- 
sissippi, said today he favors 
efforts to develop trade in non- 
strategic goods with Russia and 
its satellites. 

He made the statement in com- 
menting on the afinouncement by 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson 
that the Administration is con- 
sidering the sale of butter and 
other surplus farm products to 
Russia and other countries be- 
hind the Iron Curtain. 

Stennis said he thinks this 
should be tried, but in separate 
interviews some other Senators 
were either hostile to the idea 
or urged careful study before 
embarking on such a program. 

“I think that trade relations 
with Russia and her satellites 
are in order,” Stennis said, add- 
ing he believes this could be at- 
tempted “without sacrificing any- 
thing in principle.” 

Trade War for 10 Years. 


Stennis, a member of the Sen- 
ate Armed Services Committee 
also called for expansion of 
United States trade with friendly 
nations, adding that while this 
country must continue to mait- 
tain its military strength, he be- 
lieves “this is going to be mainly 
a trade war for the next 10 
years.” 

Benson told a press confer- 
ence in New York two days 
ago study is being given to the 
sale of surplus farm products 
to Iron Curtain countries and 
said he feels “we should be will 
ing to trade with Iron Curtain 
countries so long as the trade 
is in our favor.” 

Senator Wiley (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, 
without committing himself on 
the policy that should be adopt- 
ed, said, “I am glad the Secre- 
tary is reappraising this whole 
problem.” 

The Commerce Department 
refused last January to issue a 
license to a United States broker 
who wanted to buy surplus but- 
ter to export behind the Iron 
Curtain. ae 

Wiley said the question of 
trade with Russia is “of such 


serious proportions” that Ben- 
son might well present his find- 
ing to Congress or consult con- 
gressional leaders ‘before taking 
any final action. 

Senator Robertson (Dem.), 
Virginia, said the Government 
should make a careful study of 
the long-range effects of any 
such trade before authorizing it.

Next Tuesday, he said, will be 
merely a “turning point toward 
catastrophe in this part of the 
world.” Chicago will be hit by

Dr. Laughead said. Fable has 
placed Atlantis in the Atlantic 
Ocean, near the Strait of Gib- 
raltar and Mu in the Indian 
Ocean.

JUNKMAN SEIZED, 
‘STANFORD MISSING 
100 TONS OF LEAD 


SAN JOSE, Calif., Dec. 17 
(AP)—A junkman was in jail 
today in connection with the 
theft of 200,000 pounds of lead 
used by Stanford University 
atomic researchers to shield them 


from radiation. 

FBI agents arrested Walter 
H. Thomas at his junkyard in 
nearby Los Altos Wednesday. 
They said they found 400 pounds 
of lead buried on the premises. 
Serial numbers on the lead had 
been hammered into illegibility. 
. Thomas denied that he stole 
the lead, but refused to say how 
he acquired it. 

Stanford officials said the 
lead, lent to the university by 
the Navy for use in atomic re- 
search, was stolen via a tunnel 
secretly dug under an eight- 
foot high fence enclosing the 
high energy physics laboratory. 

Stanford scientists discov- 
ered the loss in an inventory 
last October and summoned the 
FBI. The lead was in 100-pound 
blocks. 

FBI agents said the thief must 
have carried the lead a block at 
a time and covered the hole to. 
the tunnel after each trip. 


CATHOLICS CHECK REPORT 
OF MINDSZENTY RELEASE 


VIENNA, Dec. 17 (UP) — 
Catholic officials said today they 
were trying te get more infor- 
mation about the reported re- 
lease of Cardinal Josef Minds- 
zenty from jail in Communist 
Hungary. 

Unconfirmed reports of his 
release was published yesterday 
by the Austrian Catholic news 
service, the official voice of the 
church in Austria.

(AP)—New insurance rates for 
dwellings, effective Jan. 1, will 
save Missouri policyholders

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17 (AP) 
—The Government announced 
yesterday it is starting proceed- 
ings to fix a government contract 
minimum wage in the soft coal 


‘industry as asked by union and 
| industry leaders. 


Secretary of Labor James P. 
Mitchell said he was initiating 


steps “at once” to establish a} 


minimum pay level which coal 
mines would have to meet in or- 
der to be eligible for govern- 
ment contr exceeding $10,- 
000. He did not say what the 
minimum would be. 

Mitchell acted after receiving 
the request in a personal call 
at his office Wednesday from 


John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers Union, 
and two leading industry spokes- 
men, George Love, president of 
the Pittsburgh Consolidated Coal 
Co., and A. R, Matthews, presi- 
dent of the Pocahontas Fuel Co. 

They requested that firms fill- 
ing government orders be re- 
}quired, under Mitchell’s powers 
in the Walsh-Healey public con- 
tracts act, to pay the same $18.25 
a day basic pay as required by 
union contract. 

It was understood that the 
union and industry leader hope 
such a minimum wage will serve 
to deprive a growing number of 
small, non-union mines of gov- 
ernment contracts, leaving the 
federal business to the union- 
ized part of the industry. About 
20 per cent of production is es- 
timated to be non-union.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I have just spent practically three 
months in the United States as one 
of the delegates of Poland to the cur- 
rent session of the General Assembly 
of the United Nations. 

It startles me how few people here 
really recognize the great dangers 
implied in the restoration of German 
militarism. 

Do Americans really think that the 

* Kesselrings, the Mansteins, Heu- 
singers and the former SS troopers, 
once they get American arms into 
their hands will not use them for re- 
venge? 

No one should assume that German 
militarism will “defend” anyone in 
the world. Thus, the revived Ger- 
man militarism will eventually be- 
come a danger for the East and West 
alike. The assumption, therefore, 
that German militarism is indispen- 
sable for “defense” of the European 
continent can only be compared with 
the foolhardy notion of someone who 
would persist in asserting that the 
plague is necessary for public health. 

I strongly believe that the German 
nation has a full right for a new 
start. I think that the unification of 
Germany on a democratic basis is one 
of the most important problems of 
European policy. It ‘is an opinion 
shared by the majority of people in 
Poland, who do not feel any hatred 
toward the whole German nation. 


I also sincerely believe that there 
are still possibilities for the East and 
West to undertake new efforts for a 
constructive and peaceful approach 

_to the solution of all outstanding 
world problems. But first the shad- 
ow of a new war has to be eliminat- 
ed, the shadow cast by the recent at- 
tempts to rebuild the German mili- 
tary potential.

Molotov threatens to renounce the French- 
Soviet assistance treaty of 1944. Yet it is to be 
doubted whether this threat to France is nearly 
as serious a block to the proposed European 
line-up, including German troops, as the devel- 
oping political situation in Germany. 

There the dominance of Chancellor Adenauer 
is being challenged in connection with these 
same substitute-EDC agreements. His Christian 
Democratic party’s set-back in the recent state 
elections in Hesse and the coalition government 
being formed in Bavaria against it have cost him 
his needed two-thirds majority in the Bundesrat 
or upper branch of the legislature at Bonn. And 
now he faces the loss not only of the constitu- 
tionally required two-thirds majority but even 
a working majority In the lower house. 

Following a similar announcement by the 
Free Democrats, the German party says it cannot 
accept the Adenauer-Mendes France arrangement 
for the Saar, one of the three agreements being 
offered as a “package.” Both parties are mem- 
bers of the Chancellor’s coalition, Together with 
the Refugees and the Socialists, they could al- 
most defeat the Christian Democrats in a 
straight vote. A few Christian Democratic defec- 
tions or abstentions, not to be left out of con- 
sideration, and Adenauer would be beaten. 

That Washington may be more aware of the 
German situation than it seemed to be of French 
unwillingness to accept EDC is indicated by the 
warning of Republican Representative Katharine 
St. George of New York, that “we may have 
more trouble rearming Germany than we think.” 
She may not be right in ascribing a wave of 
German pacifism to the universities since a ma- 
jority of the educators so far has been pro- 
Adenauer. But there are all too many adverse 
factors aside from this. Chief of these is the 
conviction that rearmament would prévent re- 
unification with East Germany for a long time. 

Adenauer argues to the contrary, but Walter 
Lippmann'sees in this a refusal to face the facts. 
In his opinion, the West Germans will accept 
rearmament only if they are persuaded that re- 
unification can wait. 

Since much of the Adenauer opposition bases 
at least its open arguments only on the Saar 
agreement, there is the possibility that the Chan- 
cellor can work out something new with Mendes- 
France. That might save the day. At least it 

would force the defecting coalition parties into 
an open position like that of the Socialists. But 
that would be cold comfort for Washington. 

Whether the Russians like it or not, Mendes- 
France has staked his government on ratifica- 
tion. But there will be no point in that without 
German approval, too. And this more and more 
obviously calls for a big job of persuasion in 
Bonn in the weeks just ahead. 
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Double-Barrelled 

There is one particular kind of bipartisanship 
we definitely do not like. That is bipartisanship 
in the efforts to cover up the scandals in the 
Federal Internal Revenue Bureau. 

The first anxiety to. keep the lid on was in 
the Democratic Administration of Harry S. Tru- 
man. An eyen more surprising anxiety was that 
in the first two years of the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration that kept Republican Senator Williams 
of Delaware from going ahead with the inquiry 
which he was able at least to get well under 
way in the last Truman year. 

So the basic question is double-barrelled: 

Who are the Democrats who tried to cover up 
when Chief Judge Moore was insisting on “sur- 
gery to the bone’’? ; 

And who are the Republicans who kept Sena- 
tor Williams from getting any go sign at all in 
the Eisenhower Administration until after the 
Republicans had lost control of Congress? 
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The Way It Should Be 

According to Marguerite Higgins’s report from 
Moscow, Galina Ulanova, prima ballerina of the 
Soviet Union, lives in high style for the Soviet 
Union.

As high style, this will not strike Americans 
as exactly extraordinary, but the fact that a bal- 
lerina is awarded such economic standing is, 
apparently, extraordinary, and we wonder if it 
should be. The Russians think nothing of it and 
they obviously think a great deal of Galina Ula- 
nova. Leaving all the laws of economics aside, 
who is to say that a great ballerina or artist of 
any kind is not as deserving as anyone else? 

The world has seldom worked on that theory, 
but there is nothing otherwise wrong with it. In 
our book a great ballerina ought to be entitled 
to all the material comforts of life, including a 
bathtub, even in Moscow. 
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On the Mo. Pac., It’s About Time 

Without trying to evaluate the merits of the 
current Missouri Pacific reorganization, plan, the 
public can certainly agrée on one point—that it 
is long past time when that railroad should have 
come out of bankruptcy. 

Pacific was the first railroad to 
seek reorganization under the Bankruptcy Act of 
20 years ago.

In short, there has been plenty of railroad 
business during these last 20 years. And yet the 
Mo.Pac., alone of all major lines which went into 
bankruptcy as a result of the depression, is still 
there—still in the hands of the courts, still being 
operated by a trustee responsible td the courts, 
still being withheld from the control of investors 
who supplied its capital. For the past four 
years the cost of the bankruptcy proceeding, as 
represented by claims for feeg filed with Chief 
Judge Moore of the Federal District Court, is 
more than $2,000,000. 

It would not be difficult to get an argument as 
to who is responsible for this long bankruptcy. 
But whoever was responsible for past delays, 
whoever gained from those delays, whatever set 
of circumstances perpetuated what should have 
been a temporary period of court control, Trus- 
tee Guy A. Thompson is certainly right in tell- 
ing Judge Moore that the public interest now 
demands that the Mo.Pac. be taken out of the 
courts as soon as possible. 
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A ‘Day’ to Be Repeated 
In one res Safe Driving Day was an un- 
qualified success.

Now let’s make every day a Safe Driving day. 
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Langer Lays Down His Law 

Senator Langer takes a stand which is prepos- 
terous when he says that he will vote against 
Supreme Court Justice-designate John Marshall 
Harlan and all future Cabinet appointees who 
do not come from one of seven states. The seven 
states are his own North Dakota, plus Arizona, 
Florida, Idaho, Montana, Nevada and South Da- 
kota. To win the Langer vote, appointees to the 
Cabinet and the Supreme Court must come from 
one of these states, says the Republican Chair- 
man of the Senate Judiciary Committee, because 
no such appointee has ever come from one of 
the seven. 

Other things being equal, geographical distri- 
bution of federal nominations is eminently de-. 
sirable. Moreover there are times when failure 
to recognize a certain area creates problems if 
not hardships. The United States Court of Ap- 
peals which sits at St. Louis, for example, would 
be better equipped in personne! if it had a quali- 
fied judge from the St. Louis area. 

But it is ridiculous to say in effect that a 
Supreme Court Justice must come from a group 
of seven states because they: have not yet been 
tapped for a Justice. That does the silly thing 
of making geography paramount. 

Senator Langer says he has nothing against 
President Eisenhower's selection for the Jackson 
vacancy except that he comes from New York. 
If that is his only objection he has no objection 
at all. New York residence is no more a disquali- 
fication than it is a qualification. What counts is 
the kind of lawyer and judge John Marshall 
Harlan has been up to now—and his prospect 
for public service on the highest bench. 

It would be better by far to have nine Justices 
frofm Massachusetts of the character, learning 
and legal and social views of the late Jus- 
tices Holmes and Brandeis than to have nine 
mediocre Justices from widely scattered states. 

Chief Justice Hughes and Justices Stone and 
Cardozo, all New Yorkers, served on the Su- 
preme Court at one time. Who would say that 
any one of them should not have been appointed 
by the Republican Presidents who were fore- 
sighted enough to name them—that is, who 
other than Senator Langer? 

North Dakota’s maverick often serves the 
country with his unorthodoxy. This time, as in 
his needless opposition to the Warren appoint- 
ment, he has made himself foolish. President 
Eisenhower should be greatly relieved to know 
that a Democrat will take over the Judiciary 
Committee chairmanship in two weeks and that 
Senator Langer will be a committee member 
and no more. . 
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Needed: A Long-Term Grand Jury 


One recommendation of the September term 
grand jury in St. Louis was for another grand 
jury, this one for long-term service. There is 
plenty of evidence behind the proposal. 

If the usual grand jury is chosen for a two- 
month period, it has its hands full with routine 
criminal business which, unfortunately, is in- 
creasing all the time. If, even then, the jury can 
begin a major investigation, it barely gets its 
work under way before its term expires. 

Both the September term jury and Circuit 
Attorney Edward L. Dowd recognize the need 
for a second, special grand jury with a term of 
onewear, or under court order, two years, Many 
other cities have found this system helpful for 
continuing investigations of such major civic 
problems as corruption, vote frauds, and so on. 

The lack of long-term grand juries is a weak- 
ness in law enforcement here, and state legisla- 
tion to permit their use should be sought. 
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Write Your Speech, Mister? 

Mr. Harrison Smith, the esteemed president 
of The Saturday Review, has worked himself into 
a considerable lather over what is apparently his 
first electrifying contact with the ways of Wash- 
ington bureaucracy. 

Mr. Smith was all set to join a discussion of 
Sinclair Lewis, a subject on which he is an ex- 
pert, until the Library of Congress, sponsor of 
the symposium, sent him what he took to be a 
script of his speech. At this point Mr. Smith 
rose precipitately to the ceiling. So far as we 
know he is still there, fuming about “censorship 
in advance” and the decay of free thinking and 
free speaking in what should be one of its strong- 
est bastions. 

It is easy to understand why a literary gentle- 
man would blow his top as Mr. Smith has done. 
Literary gentlemen love their own words with 
a deathless passion, and the very thought that 
some wretched ghost writer should even consider 
putting words in a literary gentleman's mouth 
is enough to spoil a whole day. 

Yet we sympathize, too, with Lawrence Quincy 
Mumford, the Librarian of Congress who is being 
compelled to field the thunderbolts hurled at 
him from Olympus. Poor Mr. Mumford’s explana- 
tion carries the ring of sincerity. He was not 
really trying to do Mr. Smith out of the chance 
to make his own speech, but just offering, in a 
rather routine way, one of the services the Li- 
brary of Congress habitually offers to its clients. 

The Library of Congress deals with busy men, 


including Senators and Representatives who may 


not always have time to write their own speeches, 
and when it sent Mr. Smith a “first draft” of his 
talk on Sinclair Lewis it was only doing what 
came naturally. Mr. Smith was free to throw 
away the “script,” to revise or rewrite it. The 
Library, we feel sure, did not by any means in- 
tend to usurp his sacred rights of.composition. It 
was just trying to be helpful, that’s all. 

So when Mr. Smith comes down off that high 
horse, we suggest his first act should be to un- 
bite the hand that tried to feed him.

It is a dangerous situation in a democ- 
racy when preventive war is given séri- 
ous consideration. Yet certain segments 
of our people are giving it serious con- 
sideration, particularly in the form of 
advocating a “get tough” with Russia 
and Communist China policy. 

President Eisenhower has firmly re- 
jected those advocates. He has pointed 
out that we must never start a war. He 
has pointed out that 
severing diplomatic 
relations and simi- 
lar drastic propos- 
als are steps of last 
resort—not to be 
taken while peace 
is still a possibility. 

It was a favorite 
campaign theme 
that the Democratic 
party was the war 
party. Now the 
President faces in 
his own party the 
chief advocates of 
policies which 
would lead to war. 
And those advocates grow more shrill 
all the time. 

Brig. Gen. Thomas R. Phillips (Ret.), 
the military analyst of the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch, reports that “certain 
thinkers in the Administration” contend 
that war is inevitable and that it might 
as well start before the Soviet Union 
reaches full strength. He claims that 
those “thinkers” have made important 
converts. 


Marquis Childs, Washington corre- 
spondent, points out that Adm. Arthur 
W. Radford, head of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, has consistently advocated a 
stronger policy toward Communist 
China—as has Senator Knowland, the 
Republican Senate leader. It took a 
presidential veto to kill a proposal of 
three members of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff that Nationalist China be allowed

to bomb the interior of Communist 
China and given a pro that we 
would go to their aid if they failed. 
The newest reincarnation of the 
America First crowd—now calling them- 
selves “For America’’—is advocating a 
“get tough” policy and is expected to 
put heavy pressure on for a severance 
of diplomatic relations with Russia. For 
America has in its membership and 
leadership many of the retired generals 
who have long favored a “get tough” 
policy—and preventive war. 


The argument of some of these advo- 
cates is that the next war will be atomic 
and that we would be wise to get in our_ 
licks first. ° 2 

This is dangerous thinking—incom- 
prehensible thinking for citizens of a 
democratic nation. It worries our allies. 
It gives ammunition to the Communists. 


Gen. Ridgway, Army Chief of Staff, 
thinks straight on the whole problem. It 
is, he said the other day, “moral bank- 
ruptcy at its worst” which holds that 
“war is inevitable.” He added that the 
public “must clearly . . . recognize the 
distinction between the inevitability 
and the possibility of war.” It is pos- 
sible, and we must be prepared. But to 
think of war as inevitable is to give way 
to despair or to substitute bravado for 
logic. 

The next war will be no romantic 
raiding party designed to put down re- 
bellious savages—as some of our wilder 
talking ex-generals seem to think. It 
will be annihilation. If it is fought with 
atomic and hydrogen bombs the winner 
will be the nation that has a few people 
left to stand up shakily in the ruins of 
their own cities. 

War must never be for us anything 
but a last resort. This the President 
believes. He will need strong support 
in the next two years to stave off the 
“get tough” advocates who disagree 
with him. —

The 
record of legislative usurpation 
during the first two years of the 
Eisenhower Administration is 
the blackest since the days of 
the Reconstruction. 


Released by Election. 


During this time the President 
himself was in deepening trouble 
because he could not lead these 
chairmen nor could he get along 
without them. 

The election has released him 
from their grip and has solved 
the problem with which they 
oppressed him, The President is 
free to be the kind of President 
he was chosen to be, the only 
kind of President he really 
knows how to be. 

This is a President represent- 
ing not a faction, not even a 
mere party, but that preponder- 
ant majority of moderate men 
and women who are in both 
parties. The spectacle of Eisen- 
hower associated even at second 
hand with a campaign to accuse 
the Democrats of 20 years of 
treason was as absurd as it was 
ignominious. 

The real Eisenhower constitu- | 
ency is measured by the two’ 
thirds of the Senate which voted | 
to condemn McCarthy; they rep- | 
resent and reflect the prepon- | 
derant American majority. 

Thus in the second half of his 
term Eisenhower has come into | 
the position which is particular- | 
ly and indeed uniquely his own. | 
This is to be a President who, | 
standing above mere party: com- | 
petition, unites the great mass, 
of the nation. 


Real Issue: War or Peace. 


And on what does he unite 
them? The President said the 
other day that it was on a policy 
of progressive moderation. No 
doubt that is so. But the main 
issues that really arouse the 
people are not the legislative 
proposals. There are no very 
hot differences over those pro- 
posals. 

The real issues are those of 
war and peace, national security 
and personal freedom. These 
are issues of life and death. 

The original mission of Eisen- 
hower was to lift these issues 
out of politics, above the fac- 
tions, and away from the dema- 
gogues and the agitators. 

Until last spring Gen. Eisen- 
hower was on the way to being 
as unsuccessful a President as 
was Gen. Grant. Like Gen. 
Grant he was bewildered and 
helpless in dealing with a gov- 
ernment that was usurping his 
powers. 

He was retreating before Mc- 
Carthy. He was failing to de- 


high policy. 
Position Was Critical. 


There are many signs that 
the President will now have an 
easier time dealing with his own 
party. The pro- Eisenhower 
half is, of course, more than 
ever warmly attached to him. 
There will still be the hard core 
of the extreme right-wing. But 
they are no longer in control 
of any of the crucial cqmmit- 
tees, the President does not 
have to appease them in order 
to carry his measures, and they 
are left with nothing much 
more than the right and the 


power to speak. ' 

They have no power to act’ 
and not much power to obstruct. 
For all the great issues of war 
and peace, of security and free- 
dom, the President now has be- 
hind him an overwhelming ma- 
jority—treflected by at least two 
thirds of the Senate. 

This accounts for the fact 
that though the Republicans 
lost the election, the Republican 
President is growing stronger. 
After two years in the wilder- 
ness of factional politics, Eisen- 
hower is back home among his 
real friends. 

Eisenhower's present position, 
that of a leader with a follow- 
ing dependent upon the other 
party, is by no means uppre- 
cedented in American itics. 
Al Smith, for example, was just 
about the best Governor New 
York State has had; never, if I 
remember correctly, did Al 
Smith have a legislature con- 
trolled by his own party.

Praised by Mayor. 


Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 
praised the Rev. Dr. Clarke as 
a civic leader. He was followed 
by George M. Burbach, general 
manager of KSD and KSD-TV, 
who crédited the minister with 
rare vision concerning poten- 
tialities of radio and television 
in the work of the church.

But the 1954 ction along 
with high surpluses already on 
hand, is sufficient to warrant the 
second consecutive year of cut- 
backs scheduled for 1956. 

The wheat crop is down ever 
more than was expected under 
this year’s control program. Av- 
erage yields on the acreage al- 
lotment set would have pro- 
duced slightly more than a bil- 
lion-bushel crop. Rust and 
drouth damage were the chief 
reasons for the lower yield.

CHRISTMAS BREAKFAST OR CHRISTMAS EVE SUPPER. 


HRISTMAS EVE is almost 
Cas exciting as Dec. 25. Ab- 

sent members of the family 
make every effort to get home 
in time to help with tree trim- 
ming. When there are children 
in the family guests are often 
asked to help with this pleasant 
chore. 

Sometimes the guests will be 
asked to come for a simple sup- 
per. IfeChristmas is to be spent 
at home energies will be saved 
for the next day. Appetites will 
be keener for the Christmas 
feast if supper, rather than din- 
ner, is served the night before. 

In some families the annual 
menu is always the same. This 
is a good time for bubbling hot 
oyster stew or for a chafing dish 
table meal. In one household 
sausage and griddle cakes with 
relishes or salad on the side are 
invariably chosen. The griddle 
cakes are baked on a table grill 
and there can be a new batch 
any time so that early and late 
comers can both be well served. 

Perhaps you will have a pet 
recipe of your own. If you use 
a good griddle cake mix be sure 
to add plenty of melted shorten- 

ing. A compromise between 
the two with a foundation of bis- 


cuit mix, to which other ingre- 
dients, including corn meal, are 
added, makes a very good fluffy 
product. 

With the cakes honey or syrup 
will of course be.offered. Heat- 
ing either maple or maple 
blended syrup and adding 
chopped nuts make an unusually 
good “dressing” for griddle 
cakes. 

Fluffy Griddle Cakes. 

Two eggs, one eup milk, one 
and two-thirds cups biscuit mix, 
one-half cup corn meal, two 
tablespoons sugar, one-fourth 
cup melted shortening. 

Beat eggs very well. Add 
milk. Stir in biscuit mix, corn 
meal and sugar just until thor- 
oughly blended. Fold in short- 
ening. Drop by tablespoonfuls 
on preheated ungreased griddle. 
When thoroughly puffed on one 
side, turn and bake on other 
side. Serve hot with butter and 
syrup. Yield: about 20 -cakes.

Fix It Yourself 


Balancing a Steam Heating 
System. 


NE of the big disadvantages 

of many old-fashioned resi- 

dential steam heating sys- 
tems is that some radiators be- 
come very hot very quickly while 
others take a long time to get 
warm—if they even do that. 

This fact can be most incon- 

venient if the quick-heating radi- 
ator is in the room with the 
thermostat for just as soon ath 
the air in this room is w 
the furnace Will go off isatine 
the rest of the house pretty 
uncomfortable. 


Now as we've said before, you 
can’t regulate the amount of 
heat to a steam radiator by clos- 
ing off the shut-off valve but 
you can control flow of 
steam into the radiator by con- 
trolling the flow of air out of 
the radiator: The air must escape 


. from the radiator to make room 


for the steam and this escape 
occurs through a little air valve. 
If you reduce the sise of the 
opening in the air valve it will 
take longer for the air to es- 
cape, therefore longer for the 
radiator . fill with steam and 
become h 
The saa way to handle this 
situation is to replace the exist- 
valves on the radiators 
with multi-vent air valves. These 
valves have several size open- 
ings and once the valve is in- 
stalled, you can select the size 
open! hg that seems to work the 
best. If the radiator is } close to 
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the boiler perhaps the smallest 
opening is best. As the distance’ 
from boiler to radiator increases, 
a larger size air valve opening 
is selected. The- radiator most 
distant from the boiler will re- 
quire the maximum size opening.

Most often tiredness comes from loss of zest for living, 
from being in a rut. An energetic young woman married 
to a quiet man 20 years older may find herself in a rut and 
tired. A man who works_at a monotonous job all day, and 
then comes home only to eat and go to bed, may com- 
plain of tiredness. .

THIS SORT OF SITUATION cannot be helped by any 
simple pat answer or by any pill, There are medicines that 
relieve anxiety and stimulate the brain, producing feelings 
ef well-being. They help for short times. Such medicines 
are crutches, not cures. 

More effective is helping the tired person climb out of 
his particular rut. This is not always possible. But some- 
times the physician can point out ways of getting more out 
of life. He can hope that the tired patient will help him- 
self or herself, ) 

Here’s a checklist that may help you discover what is 
making you feel tired (assuming you have been examined 
by your doctor and found physically healthy), It may sug- 
gest solutions for you: 

A goal in life is wonderfully stimulating. Most people 
have several. Raising a happy, healthy family is one worthy 
goal. Taking pride in good work is another. Working toward 
a better job gives many people a lot of energy and hope.
